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AN IMPORTANT DECISION . 



Monday is an important day to Canada, Canadians and 
you. On that day you will vole on what has been described as 
"the conscription plebiscite." You will be asked to vpte/'yes" 
' or "no" to the question: "Are you in favour of releasing the 
Government from any obligation arising out of any past 
commitments restricting the methods of raising men for 

military services?" 

While many are howling to high heaven what Quebec 
will do, it also appears that some in our community are going 
to vote "no" for one of several reasons — "that a yes vote is a 
vole of confidence in the Liberal Government, that the 
Government should have gone ahead witiiout the expense of 
an election ahd that I have no right to vote to send somebody 
else's son overseas." 

In the first place this is not a vote of confidence. Far 
from it. Secondly, the government has the power under the 

"War .Measures Act, to enforce conscription for overseas 
service, but you will recall all parties at the last general elec- 
tion forcibly declared there would be no conscription for 
overseas service and with the others the Liberal party gave 
that pjomi.se. What would you expect a C.C.F. or Conservative 
Government would have done it in power? 

Prime Minister King recently stated: "With regard to 
raising men compulsorily foi service there is no commitment 
when the service is confined to Canada. But when resort is 
to be had to conscription, in other words to the 'method' of 
conscription, for raising men for overseas service, there is a 
commitment which binds the government, a commitment made 
before we entered the war ... a commitment which has been 
made time and time again." 

With reference to the wording the Prime Minister con- 
tinued: "We wish to make the language so broad that there 
can be no misgiving as to any commitment from (now on 
which relates to the method of raising men for service over- 
seas. If this plebiscite carries, neither the government nor 
any lion, member will be free to argue that we cannot decide 
upon conscription nor any other Question witii respect to our 
%var effort because of a certain commitment." 

The explanation given by the Prime Minister should be a 
sufficient clarification of why the plebiscite must be taken. 
The government, prior to election, went on record as oppos- 
ing conscription for overseas service. Today, because of the 
threat to the safety, of -this country,' because of the threat to 
the Empire itself, the government is asking to be relieved of 
that pledge in order that sufficient- steps can be taken to 
safeguard the Dominion — and it goes without saying that the 
Dominion cannot be safeguarded unless the Empire is safe- 
guarded also. One depends upon the other. 

. To the other question of sending somebody else's son 
overseas, we admit it should <be given careful thought In our 
hearts as: jwc-ll as* our minds. The editor of Uiis journal, 
though single, is past the age for an early call, and if he didn't 
feel the invre to be serving bis country in some other capacity 
than in the 'weekly newspaper field, and if he didn't have fond 
hope that before the weather becomes warm enough for shorts . 
he. would be serving, he would hesitate to come out flat-footed 
for a "yes" vote. Fellow Canadian, if you really wan l the 
United Nations -to win, if you want this land of ours to be free 
of Hitler and his ravishing hordes that have played such 
havoc in overrun countries, if you want to keep that away 
from your doorsteps vote "yes." Mr. Industrialist, if you vote 
"yes" be prepared to go "all out" for these men after they 
have been returned to civilian life. Mr. Financier, if you vote 
"yes" to send some youth to protect your gold and your in- 
vestments be prepared also to. pay a full share. 

. Let us individually think of these things when we mark 
our ballot "yes" on Monday.

■ AN AIR OFFENSIVE 



It was high time Americans began to learn something of 
Japanese geography — for instance, that Industrial centers like 
Tokyo, Yokohama, Xagoya, and Kobe lie near the "border" 
and are open to air raids. While waiting for their own govern- 
ment to confirm the attacks announced by Japanese radio 
stations and to discloso details Americans may usefully 
consider certain factors relating to the [news, editorially 
comments the Christian Science Monitor. 

There is- good reason to believe thai a raid ot sotno COB* 
sequence was made on the main island, Honshu, on April 18. 
Latest reports are so circumstantial in describing measures 
for rebuilding and for maintaining transport schedules as to 
indicate real damage. 

Already it is clear that the effect on United Nations 
morale Is good. China is cheered, in Chungking, which has 
bc'cn half destroyed by repeated Japanese bombings without 
being able to Mrike back, valiant civilians find new courage. 
The Chinese, who have seen the Bnniia Road and other links 
v/ith their Allies broken recently, needed assurance that help 
can come over new paths in the air. 

London, shocked by naval losses and forced for so long 
to report the Japanese scoring on British and American forces, 
could count a" surprise for the Aliiex. Moreover, Britain 
hoj&d that an attack on her home islands might persuade 
Japan 10 pull back sojne of the forces that threaten India. 

If the bombers tame from American carriers — which Is 
the most common explanation— we- have an encouraging 
evidence of co-ordination by the United Nations. For 
American admirals seem to have timed this attack to seize 
the opening left when Japan sent a large force against the 
British in the Bay of Bengal. Should It be found that the 
planes came from Alaska, China, or Russia equally encourag- 
ing possibilities are opened up. f * 

The military effect*— as distinguished from effects on 
morale— should not be overestimated. Japan has vulnerable 
water supplies and accurate bopiblng might cause serious 
trouble by hitting 'industrial bottlenecks. The Japanese may 
have hem up^-tr-reports of a second alarm would indicate 
some jitKrrs— • and forced Into costly defensive measures. There 
Will be real military advantage if forces are withdrawn from 
Japaiii.se far-fliihg offensive front. But .the people are. well 
disciplined, and decisions are likely to be governed by military 
needs rather than popular hysteria.* 

Americans would do well to realize that this was only a 
raid, and necessarily on. a smaller p,cale than the great air 
attacks the British and Russians are turning on the Nazis 
almost daily. Indeed useful as raids on Japan may be, 
Americans will do v/ell to give attention also -to European 
geography — Micro an air offensive can be combined v/ith and 
supported by a drive on land against the main strength of tho 
Axis, Germany*

NEW TELEPHONES 

RIGIDLY RESTRICTED 



Because war needs must come 
first and telephone facilities must 
prove equal to any demands hav- 
ing to do with the war, new tele- 
phone installations must be rigidly 
restricted. 

That is the announcement made 
by iBoll Telephone officials today 
in conformity with the Order of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, dealing with telephone ser- 
vices. 

• 

- "The main factors In the tele- 
phone situation," said manage! 
Harold McClelland of the Bell 
Company, "are that orders for 
telephone installations have been 
coming in since tho first of the 
year at an even greater rate than 
last year, and 1941 was the record 
year in our history. Of the G3.000 
net gain in telephones last year, 
44,500 were for residence service, 
and the preponderance of orders 
for home telephones is continuing. 

"Then there is acute and grow- 
ing shortage of the materials re- 
quired to make telephones and tele- 
phone equipment. Such things as 
copper, tin, zinc, steel, and rubber 
aro urgently needed for war sup- 
plies, m Even when we employ a 
maximum of repaired' and re-con- 
ditfoned apparatus, the demand on 
the dwindling supply of vital mat- 
erials is far too great. We must 
safeguard telephone equipment so 
that we may be always in a posi- 
tion to provldo facilities for the 
war services, for the manufacturers 
of munitions and supplies and for 
other essentia] purposes. The ser- 
vice must be maintained at the 
highest lovel of efficiency. 

"The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board ; has directed us to do all 
such things as* may he requisite to 
conserve any and all telephone 
plant and facilities. 

"Wo shall need the cordial 'co- 
operation of the public in this. We 
are confident that when applicants 
reflect that the needs of the war 
and tho vital services must bo 
promptly nu>t, they will gladly 
forego all but the most urgent in- 
stallation**, for that will be another 
way of helping to v/ln the war."

Ill for six months, John Albert 
Rowland, Walmer Rd., general 
manager of the Canada Permanent 
Trust Co., died suddenly at his 
home early Saturday. 

A classical scholar, outstanding 
lawyer, financier, and philan- 
thropist, Mr. Rowland was also one 
of Canada's leading Masons. Past 
master of Harmony Lodge A.F. and 
A.M., -he was grand 1 master of the 
grand lodge of Canada (Ontario) 
1925-1937. He was representative 
of the United Grand lodge of Eng- 
land since. 1930, and sovereign 
grand commander of the supreme 
council Scottish Rite since 1940, 
and representative of the supreme 
council for Ireland. 

His 1 physician and friend since 
Unversity . days, Dr. Jabez H. 
JDlIlott said: "He was one of those 
rare spirits, modest, interested in 
all good works, one of the best 
Canadian citizens." 

Besides being general manager 
of the Canada Permanent Trust 
Co., Mr. Rowland was joint general 
manager of the Canada Permanent 
Mortgage Corp., and first vice-pre- 
sident and director of both com- 
panies- He shared this honor with 
C. S. Robertson in the dual man- 
agement. He was also a director 
of the Continental Life Insurance 

Co. 

It was in 1935 that Mr. Rowland 
was appointed to general manager- 
ship of the Canada Permanent 
Trust. He was born iu the town- 
ship of Scott, Ontario county, on 

Feb. 18, 1S75. His father, Robert 
Rowland, was one of the early, 
settlers In Ontario county. His 
mother was Sophia French. He 
was educated at the public school 
in Mount Albert, the high schools 
at Markham and Kincardine, and 
the University of Toronto. 

He graduated from University 
of Toronto in 1896 with honors in 
classics, and entered Osgoode Hall 
law school. In 1898 he went to 
the University of California on a 
fellowship in Latin and Greek. Iu 
1904 he married Evelyn Weaver, 
daughter of the late Samuel Weav- 
er of Kitchener. His wife survives 
with one son, aoan F. (Jack) 
•Rowland, now on active service 
With the 26th Army Tank Battal- 
ion; two brothers, Dr. Charles 
Rowland of Wailacebury, and 
Robert Rowland of Toronto; and 
two sisters, Miss Etta Rowland of 
Toronto and Mrs. Ethel Nicholson 
of Chicago. 

Called to the bar of Ontario in 
1900 he practised law in Toronto 
as a partner iu the firm of Mac- 
donald, Oarvey and Rowland. He 
was also called to the bar in 
British Columbia in 1905. 

He was a member of the board 
for the Toronto Hospital for In- 
curables, a Conservative, and a 
member of the United Church. 

Curling and lawn bowling were 
his chief diversions, and he once 
went to the British lawn bowling 
tournament in England. 

One of his hobbies was bringing 
along promising young business- 
men, particularly those with legal 
training, but he often contended 
that hi the profession of law 
"there are no hard and fast rules 
leading to success." Ho always 
laid stress on character and In- 
tegrity as the foundation stone. "A 
little knowledge of law," Tie would 
say with a smile, "is no impedi- 
ment to a law clerk/' •

( Continued from Page 1, Col. 1) 
into difficulty trying to be fair. It 
is outside of our jurisdiction, but 
if you want to play at it go ahead. 
Jt shouldn't be our concern at all." 
"The Department wrote me in 
the first place that we didn't assess 
at the actual value but took the 
fixed assessment," stated Clerk 
Mathews. "I referred them to the 
assessor. The council can take an 
interest in it. but can let the 
assessor do it." 

"I think it is quite a proper 
matter for the council to handle 
it." spoke up Deputy-Reeve Vale. 
*'\\ it h our policy to encourage 
industries, that i.s our business. It 
would be a .short-sighted .policy it 
we didn't encourage industries to 
establish here." 

"My interpretation of it is that

"I am no! trying 1o be obstruct- 
ive." answered the Mayor.- "How-

Mr. Weller, Jr., appeared before 
the council on behalf of his father, 
who is the contractor for the new 
well, with regard to some trouble 
they have been having with the 
engineers. [ 'Bills sent in to Mr.

"Kicking Members Out of the 
Church/' was the title of Sunday 
evening's message. The writer 
would suggest that his shut-in 
friends would read the parables of 
"The Tares/' and "The Drag-net," 
as told in Matthew 13: 24-30, 36-43, 
47-50. " 

The parable of The Tares is one 
of the few which Jesus has par- 
tially explained. He made It clear 
that the Sower -was Himself, thai 
the field of the world was a good 
field; that the seed was. good, but 
the Adversary the devil sowed im- 
itation wheat which grew up with 
good grain. He plainly stated that 
one day, at the end of the age, 
good and bad would be separated, 
but He did not commission His 
followers to do the separating. 
This last phrase seems to cover 
the central teaching of the parable. 
Many commentators on the Bible 
believe that Uesus had In mind the 
church, rather than the world as 
a whole, when He told the parable 
of the wheat and the tares. When 
we link this story with the parable 
of the drag-net, that idea is en- 
hanced. 

We- notice that the tares were 
not weeds like thistle, mustard or 

any plant which might be easily 
.distinguished from the wheat. The 
tare is the bearded darnel, and 
resembles the wheat so closely in 
the earlier stages of growth, that 
it is impossible for even the train- 
ed eye of the farmer to distinguish 
the one from the other. Moreover, 
to quote Dr. Thompson. "The Pal- 
estine farmer never tries to weed 
out the tares, for not only would 
he mistake good grain for weeds, 
but the roots of the two are so in- 
tertwined that in pulling up one 
he would pull the other along with 
it." 

To the pastor's mind, this is a 
perfect picture of the church in 
this age. Within the church's fold 
there is a bewildering mixture of 
good and bad, of tares and wheat, 
or of .good fish and had fish, as in 
the drag-net parable. 

In some communions, the ideal 
Is cherished of purging the church 
of its tares, and securing thereby 
a perfect church. But these para- 
bles teach us that good and evil 
will exist together until the end 
of the age, so that the perfect 
church is an utter impossibility. 
We all know church members 
wlio.se greatest assistance to their

These double- 
dyed church members are the 
bane and worry of every pastor's 
life. He. and all his faithful mem- 
bers would like to pull them up 
like weeds, and get rid of them. 
But for several reasons, we hesi- 
tate to do so. 

One reason we have already sta- 
ted, that we are aware that the 
perfect church will be in heaven, 
and never upon earth in this age. 
Down through Hie history of the 
Church, groups have split off here, 
and other groups there, with the 
plan and intent of securing a per- 
fect church. But we defy anyone 
to point to one group whose garm- 
ents were unsoilt-d by sin. 

This fact should correct the er- 
roneous thinking of those who re- 
fuse to join the church because 
there -are imperfect members on 
its roll. The folk who claim they 
are in search of the perfect church 
an* a source of amusement as •'well 
as amazement. Ix?t me point out 
three falaclcs in their logic: 

(a) The perfect .church -would 

never accept thorn, for the imper- 
fections would bo too apparent. 

(b) The perfect church would 
be a source of embarrassment to 
them if they could get into it, 
They would feel like fish out of 
water. 

«fc) Tho perfect church would 
be Immediately rendered Imperfect 
by their presence within it, for 
they would contaminate it. 

Another reason that we hesitate 
to excommunicate faulty members 
Is that we would create a worse 
condition than the one we tried 
to men. As tho parable of the tares 
would indicate, we might pull a 
man out of the church, and at 
the samn time, pull out a handful 
of good wheat. I know one church 
member who is a thorn in the; side 
of avary pastor who serves In that 
man's church. Ills dismissal would 
be a great blessing, in some re- 
spects. But he has a goodly wife, 
and four fine daughters, who all 
look like the genuine wheat to me. 
If he were weeded out his family 
would' likely go with him, and the 
church would lose more wheat 
than tares. 

You may have heard the story, 
which may or may not be true, of 
tho Church in Scotland which 
sought to purge all sinful members | who 
from its roll. This policy of ex- 
communication went on for years, 
until the total membership of the 
church was limited Jo two people, 
a man and his wife. A neighbour 
said to his wife. "Well, now that 
you and John are the only mom- 
bertf left, you surely ought to have 
a perfect church." Her complacent 
answer was, "'Deed, and I'm not 
so sure about John." Somehow or 
other, I'm not so sure about her, 
either.
